Today I finally finished putting it in the Altoids case. Time for "First 
Light" (note 1). 


It works, tuned it up to 7038. Heard a lot of stations, seems to be 
about 4 or 5 khz broad. Not use to a DC receiver so not sure. It does 
reject the local AM broadcast station. I have a 5 kw about 2 miles from 
my QTH. Output about 200 mW. Keying sounds ok, no chirp. Does have osc 
feed through on receive even with an antenna tuner. 


Tried calling several stns who were calling CQ; hearing W8 (ohio) and W4's 
here in St Louis. No luck yet. I am using 600 ohm headphones. Do not need 
the gain pot, Set it at maximum. I used my antenna analyzer to tune the 
input. (It is a MFJ and with it sitting on the desk it is possible to 
tune it in on the 49er and then peak the input var cap.) Use an insulated 


screwdriver, metal ones picked up the local AM stn while tuning. 


For power I am using a old 9 volt battery. I am also using the side tone 
in my keyer.

Yes it can be done. Use a RS type RCA phone plug for the antenna, Use the 
RS 2.5 mm jacks for audio and key. Close the case and layout the holes. 
Then remove the lid for drilling. When you close the lid it will just 
touch the jack hardware. whisker close. Use 1/32 plastic sheet (I cut 
mine to the same size as the PC board) for an insulator under the 
assembled board. I installed the jacks on the ends. RF on left and other 
two on right. I installed a 0.1 molex terminal for the battery on the pc 
board. The jacks will hv to go toward the rear of the box. Space the two 
(audio and key) jacks about 3/8" apart. I did 1/4 and that is to close 
for most RS type 2.5 plgs. You will have about 1/32 spacing above the 
componets on the PC board when closed. Back up the thin case when you 
drill it out. The thin metal can tear if you do not. 


I played with it about a week before I drill any holes. hi
